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A ^THILE  this  number  is  in  press,  the 
^ ^ third  Lafayette  game  is  being  played. 
It  must  be  won,  unless  the  nine  wishes  to  have 
a record  of  defeats  alone  and  it  will  be  won,  un- 
less there  are  some  more  stupid  errors.  It  is 
not  too  late  in  the  season  for  the  nine  to  take 
a decided  brace  and  the  college  expects  them 
to  do  it. 


^ I '''HE  loss  of  the  lacrosse  championship 
was  a great  disappointment  to  the  college 
and  to  the  team.  In  the  matter  of  individual 
training  the  latter  has  nothing  to  reproach  it- 
self for,  but  it  has  seemed  difficult  to  reach  the 
standard  of  team  work  attained  last  year,  one 
reason  being  the  inexperience  of  the  new  ma- 
terial. But  though  the  championship  has  been 
lost,  there  should  be  no  diminution  of  college 
support,  and  in  the  games  yet  to  be  played, 
valuable  as  further  training  for  next  year,  the 
number  of  spectators  should  testify  that  in  de- 
feat, as  in  victory,  the  college  stands  by  the 
team.  Einancial  considerations  also  require  a 
large  attendance,  as  the  team  has  been  obliged 
to  make  many  expensive  trips. 


^ I '*^HE  burglary  of  the  gymnasium  within 
the  past  four  weeks  seems  clearly  to 
show  the  necessity  of  a watchman  for  that 
building.  At  present  there  are  men  in  the  li- 
brary, the  chemical  laboratory  and  Packer 
Hall  and  none  of  these  buildings  seems  to 
need  it  more  than  the  gymnasium.  Certainly 
there  is  nothing  in  Packer  Hall  which  any  one 
would  care  to  break  in  for,  and  if  it  warrants 
the  employment  of  a nocturnal  guardian,  as- 
suredly the  edifice  in  question,  which  seems  to 
have  something  that  some  one  is  willing  to  com- 
mit a states-prison  crime  to  get,  ought  to  be  as 
carefully  guarded.

Illations  upon  their  advancement  and  our  best 
wishes  for  their  success  in  the  new  and  wider 
spheres  of  usefulness  to  which  they  are  about 
to  be  transferred.  As  we  have  before  men- 
tioned, during  the  past  year  four  of  our  teach- 
ing corps  have  resigned  to  take  advanced 
places  in  their  respective  professions.  Their 
merits  have  been  recognized  far  beyond  the 
narrow  limits  to  which  their  work  was  here 
confined,  and  while  the  departure  of  these 
courteous  and  competent  men  can  but  be 
deemed  a misfortune,  it  can  not  fail  to  be  a 
source  of  pleasure  that  an  instructorship  at 
Lehigh  insures  a firm  footing  in  the  various 
technical  professions. 

The  decision  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  the  Alumni  Association  to  hold, 
in  honor  of  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary,  a ban-

of  our  immediate  surroundings.

THE  EPITOME. 

^ I '''HE  Epitome,  which  has  been  looked  for 
with  so  much  curiosity,  will  soon  be  on 
sale.  The  appearance  of  the  book  will,  in 
every  way,  equal  that  of  previous  years,  and  it 
has  the  additional  advantage  of  a serviceable 
cover ; a change  which  is  greatly  to  be  commend- 
ed. It  is  to  be  regretted  that  typographical 
errors  could  not  be  totally  avoided,  but  those 
which  occur  are  principally  minor  ones  and  are 
chiefly  confined  to  the  misspelling  of  names,  an 
oversight  which,  though  disagreeable  to  the 
persons  involved,  is  very  difficult  to  remedy  in 
the  proof  of  such  a work.  The  omission  of 
men’s  initials  or  class  in  certain  cases  is 
somewhat  of  a defect. 

The  matter  is  more  interesting  than  has 
formerly  been  the  custom,  and  while  the  statis- 
tics are  as  complete  as  usual,  more  attention 
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has  been  paid  to  presenting  readable  articles 
and  cuts;  although  the  poetry  is  not  especially 
worthy,  it  is  all  on  topics  of  general  college 
interest  and  there  are  a number  of  well  writ- 
ten articles  in  prose. 

The  artistic  work  is  good,  and  nothing  has 
been  spared  to  make  the  pages  attractive.  The 
frontispiece  is  an  excellent  collection  of  new 
views  of  the  campus,  making  a fitting  illustra- 
tion for  the  Epitome. 

The  “gags”  are  rather  severe,  but  this  will 
not  seriously  affect  the  attractiveness  of  the 
book.  Altogether,  considerable  thought  and 
labor  is  shown  in  its  preparation,  and  we  are 
sure  it  will  be  well  received  at  the  hands  of  the 
students. 


ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION.  ‘ 

'^’’T^HE  Executive  Committee  of  the  Alumni 
Association  held  their  annual  meeting 
on  Saturday,  May  9th,  in  the  room  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Bethlehem  Iron  Co., 
through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Garrett  B.  Lin- 
derman,  ’87.  There  were  present  George 
Jenkins,  ’70.  president;  H.  S.  Drinker,  ’71.  H- 
S.  Jacoby,  ’77,  A.  E.  Meaker, ’75,  A.  P.  Smith, 
’84,  and  C.  S.  Taylor,  ’76- 

It  was  decided  to  recommend  to  the  associ- 
ation several  amendments  to  the  constitution  ; 
one  providing  that  all  graduates  shall  become 
members  without  application;  another,  that  as- 
sociate members,  or  those  who  have  not  grad- 
uated, though  matriculated,  shall  be  elected  by 
a majority  vote ; heretofore,  three  negative 
votes  have  been  sufficient  to  deprive  such  men 
of  elections.  The  committee  will  also  recom- 
mend the  modification  of  the  rules  relatingf  to 
expulsion  in  case  of  non-payment  of  dues. 

A conference  was  had  with  G.  B.  Linder- 
man,  ’87,  one  of  the  committee  appointed  to 
look  into  the  suitable  celebration  of  Lehigh’s 
twenty-fifth  anniversary  in  June.  A special 
appeal  will  be  made  to  graduates  to  be  pres- 
ent at  that  time,  and  the  association  will  g^ive 
a luncheon,  to  which  the  faculty,  trustees  and 
graduating  class  will  be  invited;  this  will  take 


the  place  of  the  subscription  supper  which  has 
hitherto  been  the  custom. 

On  account  of  his  pressing  work  at  Cornell, 
Mr.  Jacoby  resigned  his  position  as  secretary, 
and  Mr.  H.  H.  Stoek,  ’87,  was  elected  to  fill 
the  v'acancy.

LEHIGH,  2;  JOHNS  HOPKINS,  5. 

The  game  that  virtually  decided  the  cham- 
pionship was  won  by  Johns  Hopkins,  Saturday 
afternoon.  May  i6th,  at  Oriole  Park,  Baltimore. 
It  was  witnessed  by  an  audience  of  several 
hundred,  among  whom  were  many  of  the 
pretty  girls  of  Baltimore.  While  applauding 
Johns  Hopkins  over  the  well-earned  victory, 
they  showed  their  appreciation  of  Lehigh’s 
good  plays  and  were  as  disgusted  as  any  one 
at  the  unseemly  demonstrations  of  joy  indulged 
in  by  some  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  students. 

A slight  rain  fell  for  a few  minutes  during 
the  game,  rendering  the  field  somewhat  slip- 
pery, but  not  interfering  seriously  with  good 
play.  Lehigh  was  under  a slight  disadvantage 
on  strange  grounds  and  had  to  get  accustomed 
to  playing  in  grass  a trifle  too  long. 

The  game  was  won  on  its  merits,  for  Johns 
Hopkins  put  up  a strong  team  game  from  the 
start,  but  if  Lehigh  had  played  in  the  begin- 
ning as  it  did  at  the  end,  there  would  have 
been  a close  fight.  Loose  work,  especially  in 
goal,  was  responsible  for  the  points  that  Johns 
Hopkins  made  and  from  half  as  many  shots  as 
Lehigh  had  they  secured  over  twice  as  many 
goals.  There  was  splendid  individual  playing, 
but  the  team  work  as  a rule  was  poor ; and 
against  the  hard,  aggressive  game  of  Johns 
Hopkins  only  quick  team  work  could  be  effec- 
tive. 


The  ball  was  faced  at  4:52,  and  for  a time 
there  was  a lively  scrimmage  in  midfield.  Van 
Cleve  ran  in  towards  goal,  but  the  Hopkins 
defence  got  the  ball  away,  Penniman  doing 
good  work.  Finally  Semple  had  a shot,  but 
the  ball  went  outside  the  posts.  Stewart  car- 
ried it  toward  the  Lehigh  goal  in  vain.  Again 
the  Hopkins  posts  were  threatened,  but  Penni- 
man came  to  the  rescue.  For  awhile  the  bat- 
tle was  all  in  Hopkins’  territory.  Vander 
Horst  shot  in  vain  and  Stewart  gave  the  Le- 
high defence  some  work  to  do.  Blunt  made 
a long  throw  and  Gjertsen  had  a shot,  but 
missed.  A minute  later  Roszel  shot  at  twenty 
yards  and  scored  Hopkins’  first  goal  at  5:09. 

The  ball  was  kept  in  the  air  for  a time  and 
after  Johns  Hopkins  had  missed  a shot,  Van- 
der Horst  threw  straight  for  the  post,  but 
Mitchell  made  a fine  stop.  Vander  Horst  and 
Van  Cleve  changed  places.  Briggs  did  some 
good  defence  work,  while  the  ball  stayed  near 
the  Hopkins  goal.  Van  Cleve  shot  wild, 
Briggs  made  a long  throw  down  the  field  and 
Morrison  in  a scrimmage  swiped  the  ball  be- 
tween the  posts  at  5.25.  After  a rest  of  five 
minutes  play  was  resumed,  and  soon  in  a 
scrimmage  around  Lehigh’s  goal  the  ball  had 
gone  from  Stewart  to  Symington  to  Roszel, 
who  shot  the  ball  between  the  unguarded 
posts.  There  were  two  more  shots,  but  Buck- 
ley  stopped  them,  one  ball  hitting  him  on  the 
neck. 

Play  was  in  Hopkins’  territory  and  Banks 
got  a clear  shot  from  straight  in  front  of  goal, 
but  Mitchell  managed  to  stop  the  ball.
